name: 
COMANCHE’S MORALS. The Comanche Thief 
explains that Comanche has been given a bad rep­ 
utation which it. does not deserve, as a result of a 
misconstruction of a recent report of tin* Comanche 
county grand jury, in which reference to immoral 
conditions in the county was made. 
The report in 
question as interpreted by a number of newspapers, 
was to the effect that boys at various places in {In'1 
scounty had been intoxicated, and that when they 
were questioned they stated that they had “ found" 
the whisky “ hv tin- roadside." 
The Bulletin was 
one of the newspapers which commented upon the 
report of the grand jury, basing its comment up >n 
the report of the jury as pi blished in full. 
The 
report was explicit in its statements that boys were 
perjuring themselves rather than tell where they 
had found liquor, and that intoxication among 
young boys was alarmingly common. 
It is proba­ 
ble that the report of the grand jury commented 
upon these conditions in terms stronger than the 
jury itself really intended, and it is certain that no 
newspaper’ which commented upon the report in­ 
tended to cause a reflection upon the character of 
the people of Comanche county. In every county, 
if the truth were known, there can probably be 
found eases of iutcmperanec and immorality among 
the hoys, and Comanche county, if such conditions 
exist there, is no exception to the rule. 
Until boys 
realize that dringing whiskey and smoking c ig a r ­ 
ettes, along with keeping late hours are in no sense 
manly or “ smart,” the grand juries are going t«» 
have to <leal with such eases as came before tin* 
Comanche county grand jury. 
For this condition 
the parents and the peace officers are largely res­ 
ponsible. but a share of responsibility must h r re­ 
cognized by the entire community.

THE FIVE 
YEAR 
NAVY PROGRAMME. 
Nothing more gratifying could have come from tIn- 
House Naval Committee than its smashing of tin- 
five year naval programme—-that dangerous, un- 
American plan to tie uup the country for half a 
decade to a policy which might easily be a great 
stumbling block to general 
disarmament. 
For, 
while Congress cannot hind its successors, there 
are such things as continuing contracts, and it was 
the prevailing opinion that if this Congress were 
to authorize construction for the next five years, it 
would In- almost impossible to stop it. Mr. Wilson, 
on his western tour, half-heartedly explained the 
five year policy as due to a desire to provide for a 
normal and steady increase of tin* fleet. 
He there­ 
by overlooked the fact that, according to many 
British experts, we do not yet clearly know the les­ 
sons of the naval war abroad, and therefore might 
he authorizing types of vessels that European navies 
will discard as soon as the war is over. 
The e\ i 1 
part played by the German twenty-year naval pro­ 
gramme of 1901 in estranging Great Britain and 
Germany Mr. Wilson also overlooked, if he was 
aware of it. 
The radical departure in policy he 
suggested he treated as if it were merely a question 
of whether we would build ten or twenty subma­ 
rines. 
Now the House has ended all that, and the 
president will acquiesce—with perhaps inward con­ 
tent. 
That the Senate may fight for the five year 
plan is quite possible, hut the outspoken support 
given to the House action by the Democratic lead­ 
ers, notably Mr. Kitchin, gives solid ground for 
hope that yesterday sealed the fate of a proposal 
which should never have been made. 
Fortunately, 
Congressman Hensley saved the day, from the hu­ 
manitarian standpoint, hy bringing about the adop­ 
tion of a rider empowering the President to call a 
conference of the nations to discuss th<* establishing 
of a world court, of arbitration and the question of 
disarmament, and appropriating $200,000 therefor. 
This is something Mr. Wilson ought to have been 
advocating himself, instead of talking five year pro­ 
grammes and telling people to knock down those 
persons who won’t accept the views you happen to 
hold and believe to hi* right and just. 
It indicates 
that Congress realizes better than Mr, Wilson tin- 
wonderful opportunity to serve humanity abroad 
and to lead the way to a better world, which is op­ 
ening up before tin- United States.

agrees, this proposal will go t*> tin President al 
most as a mandate.

Man, with his limitations and in­ 
clination to ease, inclines always 
to*the lines of least resistence in 
the performance of the tasks of 
life. Despite the fact that exper­ 
ience and judgment 
teach him 
that the law of growth and 
.strength is thru the struggle and 
the combat. 
And tho he knows 
that great power of purpose and 
character come 
only 
thru 
the 
workings of the law of growth 
thru struggle, yet in his own de­ 
velopments and accomplishments 
he would brush aside this law of 
growth and incline himself to the 
easier path as if hoping nature 
would somehow' make a 
bénéfi­ 
cient exception in his case and 
give him the glories of victories he 
never won. IIow often the fond 
parent looking back over the strug 
gles of his own life and the bat­ 
tles he has fought to rise in the 
world, declares as in a refrain of 
regret that he hopes his children 
will not have to undergo the dif­ 
ficulties he has encountered. 
For the time he 
forgets that 
these difficultés have been the very 
bone and sinew of the character 
that 
has 
blessed 
communities, 
made states, carved out nations, 
and conquered a universe. 
We see this principle thoroughly 


illustrated iu all nature. The stur­ 
dy oak, where will it grow the 
strongest? Upon a barren rocky 
plain, where the wind twists and 
bends it seeming as if it would 
tear it out of the ground by its 
very roots. 
Yet this makes the 
strong and mighty tree. 
The mother bird with her nest 
of tender birdies in 
the 
rocky 
mountain cliffs, realizing that they 
are large enough to hustle for them 
selves, goes to the nest, pushes 
them out, they fall upon the rocks 
below; they flutter and whip them 
selves against the sharp rocks’ 
edges struggling 
for 
life. 
But 
they grow stronger and stronger, 
they fly higher and higher until at 
last they are soaring too high for 
human sight. 
Take the helpless babe, he twists, 
turns, wiggles and squirms. 
Na­ 
ture is forcing him to struggle, 
soon he is sitting alone, next He 
puts forth all his tiuy energies to 
walk, he gets many bumps and 
bruises, but by persistent efforts 
he walks. Later he goes into ath­ 
letics and is battered by his op­ 
ponents in

and

sports. 
Yet out of this physical 
training we see the healthy, strong 
and robust man.

a lad of fourteen, and mere child, 
in a strange land, among a strange 
people. 
But when the king had

astonished caretaker that he be 
not required to eat the king’s meat 
but continue bis regular veg«*tabh 
diet. But the caretaker feared the 
anger of th«* king at seeing Dan­ 
iel’s face more striking than the 
rest. Upon the entreaty of Daniel 
In* was given ten days’ trial and 
lo was ten times fairer than all 
the magicians and astrologers that 
were in the king's 
realm. 
This 
steadfast ‘‘purpose in the heart” 
of Daniel added victory unto vic­ 
tory as the lad grew to manhood 
and as the manhood ripened into 
maturity' he grew in 
favor with 
God, the touch of whose finger en­ 
abled him to interpret to the king 
his troublous dream, and otherwise 
to prove himself, until he became 
in authority second only to the 
king 
in 
all 
the 
kingdom 
of 
Babylon. We cannot estimate the 
turmoil of soul of Daniel in his 
battle to keep faith with the God 
of Israel, as the waves of tempta­ 
tion swept about him? 
In the literary world, 
Milton 
was the son of a London Scvener, 
Pope and Southey were sons of 
linen drapers McCauley of an Af­ 
rican merchant, Keats of a drug­ 
gist. 
Great men of science, are 
ami literature have belonged to 
no exclusive class or rank in lif«*. 
The poorest have taken the highest 
places. 
And the difficulties, the 
struggles that they each had, have 
been their best helpers iu reaching 
i these places, thus e voking their 
power of labor and 
endurance, 
i stimulating faculties 
that might 
have lain dormant.

In war and in 
statesmanship 
I history is replete with examples 
of greatness achieved thru heroic 
struggle, 
Moses, the 
great law­ 


giver was prepared for his task by 
forty years of 
seclusion, 
away 
from his kindred and his people. 
Washington and Lincoln forged 
their destiny in the 
furnace of 
hardships and adversity. The care 
of a widowed mother taught the 
boy Washington selfrelianee and 
Crowded out selfishness which so 
often cankers the heart. 
While 
his academic training might not 
have compared with our own, the 
school of self help and self reli­ 
ance had prepared him for tasks 
where undaunted courage was 
needed. When the government of 
Virginia needed a messenger to 
confer with the enemy on the out­ 
posts across the Alleghenies 
no 
man seemed so fitted for the un­ 
undertaking as the beardless Wash 
ington; and when the battle was 
on in nil effort to drive this enemy 
from the country' and the British 
regulars vere being routed, their 
gt nernl wounded, v it > should fly 
to tin* breach and save the day 
but this same beardless Washing­ 
ton. 
But tlies»* responsil iiities were 
only fitting him for the greater 
r 
tasks. When the country needs a 
counsellor Virginia sends Wash­ 
ington. When oppression stalked 
abroad in Maasachusettes and the 
fir** brand of war was hurled into 
tlie midst of its citizens, Washing­ 
ton was called from the head of his 
country’s counsel to th<* head of 
its army; and when lie had hum­ 
ble«! the enemy, and a nation was 
born, who could foster 
it 
and 
steady its tottering steps, hut 
Washington, whose 
great (body 
and mind and heart were scooled 
in patriotic struggle. 
There is no end to the examples 
inspiring us to heroic and untiring 
efforts if we would aspire to wor­ 
thy station in life. 
Classmates ami fellow students, 
as a valedictory, 1 need only to 
call to your memory those strug­ 
gles of ours which have strengthen 
ed us for the battles of lit«*. For 
four years we have labored at our 
tasks and solved our school and 
class problems which loomed so 
larg<* to us in th**ir importance, 
but which, as they recede in the 
past become smaller ami smaller 
and smaller. 
Y**t each victory at­ 
tain«*«! has made us grow stronger 
and stronger, braver 
hoys 
ami 
girls, better able to faee the un­ 
tried future. 
No life is ever free from trou- 
bles. 
Always there is the crum­ 
pled rose leaf. And th«* character 
that is finest and most beautiful 
is tin* on«* 
which 
hu> 
gone all 
around the wheel of fortune upon 
the heights of exaltation ami down 
iu th«* valley of humiliation or trou 
hi«*, and again on the level plain 
of the common place. 
So we ar«» 
grateful and 
thankful 
for past 
troubles, asknowledging what they 
have done for us.
